MKXICAN AFFAIRS.— We yestenlay re- 


ceived Vera Cruz papers as lato as the 17th 
mat. In vain have we looked in these papers 
for the confirmation of tho verbal report of the 
ratification of the Telmaiitcpcc trunly. On the 
contrary, Inter accounts state that on the morn- 
ing of tho Gili in«t., a mun-of.war, bri" nnd 
three cutlers sailed from Vura Cru* for iho 
Coalwicoalco river, with troops-on board — 
On the same dny the steamer Eslndo du Mex- 
ico, having artillery nnd pjwder on board, 
sailed from \ era Uruz for the sanm rivur, on 
whoso banks they are to be landed, at the 
point where the Mexicans aro creeling batter- 
ies to command tho passage. Those prqmr.v 
lions do not niignr vi-ry favorably for the 
friendly fuchngs of tho Mexican rulers, such 
as a ratification of tlm Telmantopeo trenlv 
would lead us to imagine. 


The Mexican Congress had still under dis- 


mission tho project of a railroad acrois thu 
Isthmus of Jehunntepcc. It appears that the 
hill contemplates a bonus of S',',000,000 to tho 
Mexican Government, for thu right of way. 
Ihe Government, however, for this sum, docs 
not intend to convey anything more than the 
right of way; and even that will not bo given 
to the Government or citizens of tho United 
btiitos, but to n Mexican association.
